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THE BIG SHOWDOWN 


Well, we seem to be In 


the war now. Not technic- 
ally, because we have not 
declared war against the 
Nazi-Fascists, and because 
we are not going into their 
countries or their waters to 
fight them. Technically we 
are only fighting to main- 
tain our maritime rights, to 
keep the high seas open for 
our use. Because the Hitler 
and Mussolini governments 
have attacked our ships, we 
draw a line in the Atlantic 
and say i "If your warships 
cross that line, we shall 
sink them." We are also 
ready, presumably, to shoot 
at 
hostile 
warships that 


hold up our shipping "east 
;of Suez" and elsewhere. 


So we seem to be going 


back to first principles. Our 
government in its earliest 
yeara was primarily Inter- 
ested, as regards foreign 
affairs, in keeping the seas 
open. We fought the Brit- 
ish for that, and we even 
went into the 
Mediterra- 


nean and licked the Bar- 
bary pirates for attacking 
our merchantmen. We have 
always been ready to fight 
for the freedom of the At- 
lantic. That was the imme- 
diate cause of our entry in- 
to the last World War. His- 
tory repeats. 


We do not know what 


this 
self-respecting 
stand 


will lead to. It may draw 
us gradually Into direct con- 
flict with the Hitler-Musso- 
lini gang now destroying 
Europe, conflict not only on 
the sea but beyond. That is 
a very grave matter. If the 
Nazi-Fascists are bent on 
wrecking the world or kill- 
Ing freedom, rather than re- 
turn to civilized forms of life 
under international law, we 
must fight or retreat. 
We 


are not yet faced with that 
decision in the eastern At- 
lantic. 
The 
aggressors 


themselves may decide to 
retreat, although our ex- 
pert observers do not ex-
